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U.S. throws 
support to

PARIS AP - TUe United States today threw its supporti behind the OristmaB 


peace package proposed by South Vietnamese President Nguyen Van Ihtou and 
accused North Vietnam!* using "high pressure" tactics in an attempt to impose 
an incomplete peace settlement. 


As the United States present- 


ed its view at the semipubUc 
peace talka, the North Vietna- 
mese announced (hat Le Due 
Tho, who has been negotiating 
with Henry A. Kissinger, waa 
returning shortly to Hanoi. 


The North Vietnamese gave 


no exact date for the departure 
of the Politburo member. Tho's 
decision to leave indicated that 
in Hanoi's view there was noth- 
ing left to discuss with Kissin- 
ger for the time being. 


Tho and Kissinger broke off 


their talks Wednesday without 
announcing any agreement and 
Kissinger flew back to Wash- 
ington to report to President 
Nixon. Kissinger said he and 


Tho would keep in touch by 
message. 


Henry Isham, representing 


the United States at the weekly 
session, threw US. support be- 
hind the IMeu package for the 
first time. 


It was not Immediately clear 


how this move would tie into 
the KlariBjirTho talka on a 
cease-fire agreement. The Un- 
ited States had avoided official 
comment en Thieu's own pro- 
posal for a cease-fire, but 
American officials said private- 
ly the South Vietnamese plan 
was clearly unacceptable to 
North Vietnam and the Viet 
Cong. Both rejected it.

Astronauts are preparing to come home 


SPACE CENTER, Houston 


(AP) - Eugene A. Ceman 
•topped off the moon today, 
leaving in lunar sand perhaps 
the last footprint of the gener- 
ation which first challenged 
apace. Exploration by the 
Apollos ended as it began, 
"with peace and hope for all 
mankind." 


"As I take these last steps 


from the surface for some time 
into the future to come, I'd Just 
like to record that America's 
challenge of today has forged 
man's destiny of tomorrow," 
Ceman said moments before 
entering the Apollo 17 landing 
ship. 
Then he added: "And as we 


leave the moon and Taurus-Lit- 
trow we leave as we came, 
and, God willing, we shall re- 
turn, with peace and hope for 
all mankind " 


Tumuuj, Ceman then follow- 


ed his crewmate, Harrison H. 
Sthmitt up the ladder into the 
cabin of their craft Challenger. 


There they rested after pre- 


paring to blast off the lunar 


surface in the late afternoon 
and rejoin the third man of 
Apollo 17, Ronald E. Evans. He 
has been orbiting the moon in 
the command ship America 
since Monday's lunar landing. 


The climb of Schroitt and 


Ceman from the lunar surface 
ended a historic decade of ex- 
(deration which began May *, 
Mi, with a challenge to the na- 
tion by the late President John 
F. Kennedy. 


Apollo's last surface explor- 


ation was the program's moat 
ambitious and successful. Car- 
nan and Schmitt, the llth and 
12th men to walk the moon, 
apent more time on the BUT- 
face-a total of » hours, five 
minutes; made the longest 
single excursion in time, seven 
hours, 37 minutes; and covered 
the most distance in three ex- 
cursions, a total of more than 
Similes. 


They collected more than 3M 


pounds of moon rock and aoil, 
including samples of intriguing 
orange dust never before seen 
on the moon. The astronauts 


erected M atomic-powered aci- 
.nce station which is already 
•ending data to earth and ex- 
plored types of lunar forma- 
tions never before vkdtod. 


Ceman. who had whooped 


and hollared with Joy earlier in 
the day, ended the exploration 
with ceremony, conscious, aa 
he said before the flight, that 
his final moments would live in 
history. 


He paid tribute to young 


people everywhere and said 
that Schmitt had picked up a 
moan reck which was a fused 
mixture of "fragments of all 
siaes and shapes, and even cot- 
art that have grown together 
and... sort of living together to 
a vary peaceful mannsr. 


"When we return this rock," 


he said, "we'd like to share a 
piece of this with so many of 
the countries throughout the 
world" aa a symbol "that we 
can live in peace and harmony 
in the future." 


Because of Apollo, he said, 


"the door is now cracked—but 
the promise of that future lias 


in the young people, not just in 
America, but the young people 
all over the world, learning to 
live and to work together." 


Schmitt said the "young poo- 


plea rock" carried with it the 
good wishes "not only for the 


new year coming up, but also 
for themselves, their countries 
and all mankind in the future." 
He referred specifically to 71 
youths visiting U.S. space oper- 
ation as part of an international 
tour.

U.S. wins controversial U.N. fund fight 


UNITED 
NATIONS, N.Y. 


(AP) - After a hard fight in 
the U.N. General Assembly, the 
United States today had the 
world organization's promise 
that it won't have to pay more 
than 25 per cent of the regular 
U.N. budget in a year or two. 


The assembly brusheo aside 


last-ditch Soviet opposition and 
voted »l-27 late Wednesday to 
place a 25 per cent ceiling "as 
soon as practicable" on annual 
individual assessments levieu 


against the member nations. 
The United States now pays 
31.52 per cent of the total. 


"You can't compel a great 


power to pay if it doesn't want 
to pay," Jamil Baroody of 
Saudi Arabia told the assembly. 
"If you can't get what you 
want, settle for what you can 
get." 


The United States fared bet- 


ter in the assembly than it had 
earlier in the budgetary com- 
mittee. The committee ap- 


proved the resolution on Dec. 1 
by a vote of 67-30 with 32 ab- 
stentions. But 14 countries that 
abstained or were absent in the 
committee voting sided with 
the United States in the assem- 
bly. 


The United States is paying 


almost SS4 million of the 1203 
million U.N. budget this year. 
It would have paid about f 13 
million less at the 25 par cent 
rate. The soonest it can get 
that rate is 1974, when a new 


assessment scale for 111 mem- 
bers will go into effect. 


Sen. Gale McGee, a Wyoming 


Democrat on the U.S. delega- 
tion, told the assembly its deci- 
sion would "strengthen the Un- 
ited Nations." On behalf of 
President Nixon and as a mem- 
ber of the loyal opposition," he 
expressed "deep appreciation 
for what this body has done 
today for the United Nations." 


Congress had voted to appro- 


priate no more than a 25 per 


cent assessment in 1974 no mat- 
ter what the assembly might 
do, but McGee said no national 
legislature could determine 
U.N. assessments, all it could 
do was "vote whether to 
default or not."

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


chairman of the state Highway 
Commission plugged the agen- 
cy's proposed $«« million high- 
way bond issue Wednesday, 
calling it a sound approach to 
roadbuilding. 


John Harsh of Magnolia also 


told the Arkansas Legislative 
Council that a two-cent in- 
crease in the motor fuel tai to 
finance the issue was an "equi- 
table" financing plan. 


Harsh and Maurice Smith of 


Birdeye, another commission 
member, declined to say after 
the meeting with the council 
whether support for the bond 
issue was waning. However, 
Harsh said he was satisfied 
with the reception he received 


before the council. 


Smith said that although GOT. 


Dale Bumpers had not in- 
dicated whether he would sup- 
port the proposal, he was still 
hopeful the governor would, 
since his backing is critical to 
passage. Bumpers has said he 
has detected "no significant 
public support" for the bond is-' 
sue. 


The commissioners said the 


commission would stand behind 
the bond issue despite several 
alternate plan that have been 
suggested since the bond pro- 
posal was revealed last month. 


"I haven't seen anything bet- 


ter," Smith said. "But if ours 
doesn't work, I've got an open 
mind." 


Harsh told the council that 


04.5 billion would be needed to 
meet Arkansas' 20-year high- 
way needs, but that all that 
would be avilabte from present 
fources was 62.7 billion, leaving 
a $1.8 Milton deficit that the 
bond issue would help offset. 


Harsh told the legislators he 


appreciated "that all of you re- 
alize that we de have a need," 
but he said he realised that "it 
doesn't meet everyone's need* 
or please everyone."

Hard decisions face Nixon 
concerning VN peace talks

WASHINGTON (AP) - Hen- 


ry A. Kissinger's return with a 
Vietnam pact still uncompleted 
apparently presents President 
Nixon today with some hard 
choices on how to reach a 
peace agreement. 


Nixon arranged a morning 


meeting with his much-traveled 
adviser, who returned shortly 
before midnight Wednesday 
from nine days of arduous bar- 
gaining in Paris with Hanoi's 
If Due Tho. 


Kissinger had no comment 


upon arriving at Andrews Air 
Force Base beyond telling 
newsmen he hopes to meet with 
them sometime after reporting 
to the President. 


The White House left open 


the possibility that Kissinger 
might journey once more to 
South Vietnam to try to line up 
a reluctant President Nguyen 
Van Thieu on the proposed 
cease-fire accord. 


Kissinger also could return to 


Paris at some point, according 
to* tent announcement issued 
Mere and by Waging* tor Part* 
after a final six-hour session 
with Tho ended in the usual 
cordial handshakes. 


As the presidential aide put 


it, he and Tho "will remain in 
contact through messages, and 
we will then decide whether a 
further meeting is necessary 
and when." 


The White House remained 


silent on the causes for delay in 
a Vietnam settlement which 
had asemed imminent with Kis- 
singer's Oct. 26 "peace is at 
hand" statement. A high ad- 
ministration official cautioned 
against predicting how soon an 
accord might be reached. 


From the brief public state- 


ments and other sources, bow- 
ever, it appears that Nixon's 
options include: 


-Trying to wrap up • poace 


deal on the basis of what Kis- 
singer and Tho already have 
negotiated, with a U.S. signing 
si mind whether or not Thieu's 


objections are overcome. 


—Sending another special 


mission to Saigon to try to per- 
suade Thieu, who has been put- 
tine up stiff objections to the 
nine-point draft settlement. 


Kissinger left behind in Paris 


a technical delegation headed 
by Ambassador William J. Por- 
ter, chief U.S. negotiator at the 
weekly semi-public talks, and 
including William H. Sullivan, 
the State Department's top 
Southeast Asian expert.

SAN DIEGO (AP) - The 


words of Buzzie Bavasi four 
months ago don't appear to 
bother him today. 


"I'm here to put an end to all 


the scare stories," the San 
Diego Padres' president and 
part owner told a sportswriters' 
luncheon Aug. 13. "The Padres 
definitely are staying in San 
Diego." 


Today Bavasi was preparing 


for a meeting in New York Fri- 
day with Baseball Commission- 
er Bowie Kuhn while rumors of 
the Padres' imminent transfer 
to Washington, D.C. under their 
present ownership butted about 
the baseball world. 


The same rumors circulated 


last year when some of Wash- 
ington's leading citbxns were 
fuming about the move of the 
baseball Senators to Texas. 
Though 1971 attendance was the 
lowest in the Padres' three- 
year history, Bavasi and ma- 
jority owner C. Arnholt Smith 
decided to keep the team here. 


Attendance improved this 


year, from 549,015 to a club 
record of 144,272, but still well 
below Bavasi's stated break- 
even figure of 800,000. For the 
fourth straight year the Padres 
finished last in the National 
League West, although they un- 
veiled several 
promising 


rookies and their first genuine 
star, slugging first baseman 


Nate Colbert. 


"They want to stay and we 


want to see them stay," Mayor 
Pete Wilson said Wednesday 
after a 45-minute meeting with 
Bavasi. "It's really a question 
of community support." 


The San Diego Union says 


Smith, a multimillionaire bank- 
er and friend of President Nix* 
on, has lost $2.8 million in in- 
terest on the $10 million loan he 
used to buy the new franchise 
inl9M. 


"The Padres were an ex- 


pensive proposition," Wilson 
told reporters. "They had to 
pay a great deal for the club 
and they are having to pay a 
great deal to finance the origi- 
nal investment. 


At the end of the season Ba- 


vasi was still insisting that the 
Padres would stay here. But 
since then he has dropped hints 
of a change of heart by in- 
dicating that management was 
unhappy about advertising pan- 
els on either side of the sta- 
dium Scoreboard in "direct con- 
flict with out radio broadcast 
sponsors." 


The signal seemed clear 


enough. Wilson said he has of- 
fered to solve the advertising 
problem, but an aide to the 
mayor noted, "Financial prob- 
lems of the Padres go far, far 
beyond the costs of advertising 
panels."

DALLAS. Tex-(NBA)- 
The knee, if you'll forgive 
the clashing metaphor, is the 
Achilles heel of the profes- 
sional football player. It's a 
hinge w h i c h just wasn't 
made to withstand the col- 
lisions of fast-moving big 
humans. Thus operations on 
the knee, with the advance 
of medical technology, have 
become as commonplace in 
sports as the dissection of a 
frog in Biology I. 


But the bang on the knee 


involves more than physical 
ordeal. Danny Reeves knew 
this as he stood on the side- 
line in front of the Dallas 
Cowboy bench one recent 
game and saw Jimmy John- 
son of the San Francisco 
49ers collapse in f r o n t of 
him. 


Danny, who serves as a 


combination coach, spare 
quarterback and part-time 
halfback for the Cowboys, 
has had eight operations on 
his knees. He had an idea 
what Johnson was g o i n g 
through as he writhed on the 
ground, clutching his left 
knee, while from across the 
field the 49ers' trainer, Line 
Kimura, and team doctor, 
Lloyd Milburn, rushed to de- 
liver first aid. 


Besides Danny, a whole 
covey of Cowboys clustered 
around Johnson, which was 
unusual, because football 
players, especially those 
from the other team, are 
studiously insensitive to in- 
jury on the field of combat. 
They're aware that at any 
time it could be one of them 
who's stretched out on the 
artificial turf in what could 
be his last involvement with 
this precarious game of foot- 
ball. So they ignore the fall- 
en man, not because they're 
calloused but because it's 
less traumatic. 


However, Johnson drew at- 
tention because he's some- 
body special. "I've known 
him since I was a senior in 


college." said Bob Lilly, the 
admired all-pro tackle of the 
Cowboys, who was on the 
edge of the crowd. "He's a 
v e r y popular player. The 
other guys respect him for 
his ability and his character. 
It was natural for us to be 
concerned." 


Now Danny Reeves had 


never been formally intro- 
duced to Johnson. But he re- 
membered how it had been 
when he tore up his knee 
back in 1961 in St. Louis. 


"I was on the wrong side 


of the f i e l d , too. like 
Jimmy," recalled 
Reeves. 
"Nobody had any feeling for 
me. Jimmy's one of the great 
pros. I knew what he was 
going through. I could see 
him just squeezing his hands 
in pain. You want something 
to grab on to." 


Danny, leaning over him. 
said solicitously to Johnson. 
"Why don't you just grab 
on to my ankles?" 


Johnson grimaced and 


nodded and the fingers of his 
hands w r a p p e d around 
Reeves' ankle so tightly the 
knuckles stood out In relief. 


"Man, it h u r t s so bad 
w h e n you get a knee," 
mused Danny sympathetical- 
ly. "It feels like you're on 
fire. Like somebody got a 
somebody got 
and just stuck it 
hot poker 
in there. 


"I've had a broken collar 
bone. But it's nothing like a 
knee. The pain is unbeliev- 
able." 


Yet one recalls vividly that 


many players with knee in- 
juries which required opera- 
tions have quietly hobbled 
off the field on their own 
power. Even Gale Sayers, 
whose career went into its 
ultimate tailspin when Kcr- 
mit Alexander crashed him 
f r o m the side just as he 
planted his right knee in the 
turf, limped to the sidelines 
before going into surgery 
later that same night. Danny 
himself walked to the dress- 
ing room when he first hurt

shelter if you can in a large 
mttrl H'H'fg 
brick and

In this suburban New York 


town, an Alateen group has 
been meeting for two years. 
Under the direction of one or 
two adults, usually AhAnon 
members, the youngsters, be- 
tween the ages of 12 and », 
hold informal rap 
ssssions 


weekly to discuss not only the 
difficulties of living with an al- 
coholic parent, but also those 
anxieties that afflict all adoles- 
cents. 


"We try to show the kids that 


they're powerless over alcohol, 
they cant fight the bottle, that 
some of their problems an not 
always related to the parents' 
drinking." said Carl, the adult 
leader whose wife is a member 
of AA. "By sharing thsir «- 
patiences, they learn to help 


healthy and mature adults." 


This night, the kids sat 


•round a table in the basement 
of a local church. They mun- 
ched cookies, drank fruit punch 
and smoked. They call each 
other by their first names to 
guard their anonymity. There 
was Ralph, wearing a Mkkey 
Mouse T-shirt; Barbara, with 
dangMng silver earrings and 
granny glasses. Most of the 
kids wen still in high school. 
One blond boy was only 11 


"It's hard to talk to Mends 


who don't have the same prob- 
lem in their family. Sun. they 
can sympathise, but no one 
knows what it's really like." 
••id Agnes, a group member 
for two yean. "This is our 
home away from home." 


The Alateen groups start off 


their meetings with the AA se- 
renity prayer — "God grant me 
the serenity to accept the 
things 1 cannot change, courage 
to change the things I can, and 
wisdom to know the differ- 
ence." They follow the U atspa 
of the AA aa they apply to 
them, and close with the Lord's 
Prayer said with Joined hands. 


Besides the 1> steps of AA, 


Alateen has its own set of do's 
and don't's and slogans, many 
spiritual in tone, that it encour- 
ages Us members to follow 


Kids an advised to Uara 


about alcoholism as a family 
disease, to be honest and for- 
giving of themselves and oth- 
ers, and to confide in other 
members of Alateen. The kids 
often exchange phone numban 
for help in a panic situation. 


Children of alcoholics 
an 


cautioned not to argue with an 
active alcoholic or throw out 
his liquor. They are told not to 
judge or criticize the sick 
person, and not to cjpect things 
to get better overnight. 


The Alateen slogans, often re- 


peated during a night's meeting 
are, Live and let live, First 
things first, Think, Easy does 
it, Let go and let God, One <Uy 
at a time, Listen and team. 


Some nights the kids talk 


around a theme — violence, 
fear, serenity. There's a strict 
rule that the kids must not talk 
about their parents, but some- 
times it's hard to *ft*^ about 
anything else. Then w«re sto- 
ries of drunken beating^, night- 
time shcuting matches, tb* hos- 
ulity the kids felt and, most of 
all, their feelings of lonelinass, 
rejection and despondency.

Ammo dump blown, Saigon rocked 


SAIGON (AP) - Two 


pera btew up an ammunition 
dump seven mites southeast of 
Saigon early today, rocking the 
capital with a chain reaction of 
massive blasts that shattered 
windows in the city. 


Twelve hours -fler the first 


explosion, 1,000 tons of shells, 
bombs, small arms ammunition 
and napalm were still detonat- 
ing. Tall columns of Mack 
smoke blurred the sky. 


"There's nothing we can do 


to control it," said a South 
Vietnamese officer sheltering in 
a ditch outside the big Thanh 
Tuy Ha Depot. "We've just got 
to let it blow itself out." 


The two saboteurs were 


spotted and fired on, but they 
apparently escaped. They left 
behind time charges that went 
off four hours later. 


A spokesman for the Saigon 


command said only four sol- 
diers were wounded by the ex- 
plosions. Four civilians were 
cut by flying glass in Saigon. 


"One section of the dump ex- 


ploded and caused a chain re- 
action which destroyed several 
other 
sections," 
said the 


spokesman. Although other mil- 
itary sources said about 19,000 
tons of ammunition w*>re stored 
in the dump, the spokesman 
said only 1,000 tons were de- 
stroyed. The storage bunkers 


are separated by steel, con* 
crete and sandbags. 


The dump is situated in open 


country in an abandoned rub- 
ber plantation on the opposite 
side of the river from Saigon. 


Several massive explosions 


shattered windows of shops and 
hotels on the riverfront. Doors 
were blown off their hinges and 
ceilings came down. People out 
early flung themselves to the 
ground, fearing the city was 
under a rocket attack. 


The Saigon command report* 


e<i a total of 69 enemy attacks 
across the country from S a.m. 
Wednesday to 6 a.m. Thursday, 
all but eight of them by shell- 
ing. 


Ground action was generally 


Ught but there was fighting all 
day Wednesday near the Par- 
rot's Beak region of Cambodia. 
Government 
militiamen 


engaged North Vietnam's 271st 
Regiment and reported 32 
North Vietnamese killed and 
seven captured. Government 
casualties were three killed 
and seven wounded, the Saigon 
command said. 


U.S. BS2s kept up their bomb- 


ing in North and South Vietnam 
with about 35 strikes North 
Vietnam and nearly 40 in the 
South between noon Wednesday 
and 6 a.m., today, the U.S. 
Command announced.

Dear Dr. Lamb —I read 


your column about your re- 
ceiving a letter from a legal 
firm representing the egg in- 
dustry and your reports of 
the high cholesterol in an 
egg yolk as being detri- 
mental to the egg industry. 
I don't see how this could 
be. It should help them. I 
now buy twice as many eggs 
as I ever did before because 
of your column. You stated 
two egg whites could be sub- 
stituted for one whole egg 
and the whites of eggs are a 
very good source of protein. 
I also feed the yolks to the 
dog for a shiny coat as you 
suggested. It seems to me 
the health of the nation 
should come first. I just wish 
that there were more recipes 
available —perhaps the egg 
industry could put out more 
recipes —using egg whites. 
We find potato salad juit as 
tasty with six egg whites as 
with three whola agfa, Had* 
ishes, pimiento, ana paprika 
give it color. 


I had the simplest tip on 


a substitute for sour cream. 
I whipped low fat cottage 
cheese in a blender with 
something else. We thought 
it equally as flavorful as 
sour cream, but I have for- 
gotten the other ingredient. 
It was so simple I never 
wrote it down. Such recipes 
are what we need from these 
industries. I for one would 
just as soon keep my hus- 
band around for a good 
many years yet. Thank you 
for your informative column. 


Dear Realtor—Your obser- 


vation is absolutely correct. 
If individuals used two egg 
whites instead of a whole 
egg as was originally recom- 
mended, they would end up 
using more eggs not less 
eggs, just as has been your 
experience. Many bakery 
products and other items can 
be prepared in this way. 


I have included a lot of

Blend the mixture well and 
refrigerate 
until you are 


ready to use it. 


Similar recipes are in- 


cluded for whipped cream 
substitute as well as baked 
items using egg whites 
rather than egg yolks. 


I have been very pleased 


by the many letters I have 
received from readers sup- 
porting my position on pro- 
viding information to the 
public, and I agree the de- 
velopment of new products' 
that can be used by people 
who have medical problems 
is an important contribution 
that can be made by in- 
dustry. Even in the original 
column about eggs, I cited 
one of these egg products 
which provides eggs with 
one-fifth the amount of cho- 
lesterol and fat as ordinary 
whole eggs contain, so it is 
possible to do this just as the 
dairy industry has been so 
successful in providing a 
wide variety of useful low 
fat and nonfat products for 
the consumer. Thank you for 
your nice letter.
